Irish Goods. 


The Women's Committee of the Dublin 
Industrial Development Association hes 
devised a very practical scheme for the 
promotion of Irish industries. It proposes 
to organise the. purchasing power of the 
women of Ireland and to use it in a big 
offensive to increase the sale of Irish 
goods. Three articles of Irish manufacture 
will be chosen, and a fortnight will be 
devoted to their care. The manufacturers 
will be asked to co-operate with the Com- 
mittee in persuading the shopkeepers to 
“push” these goods, in advertising them 
as widely as possible, and in providing 
free samples at the Industria] Exhibition. 
Then every women’s organisation in Dublin 
will be invited to advise its members to 
make a point of asking for these particular 
articles. If, at the end of a fortnight, the 
Committee finds that its eff rts have been 
successful, three further articles will be 
chosen, and another fortn ght will be de- 
voted to them. In this way the Committee 
hopes to cover the whole field of Irish 
industry in articles of common domestic 
use. We hope that the scheme will 
succeed; but Lrishwomen are like: most 
other women, They want the best 
possible value for their money and 
tannot be expected to pay fancy 
prices for inferior goods just because 
those goods are made in Ireland. Ceteris 
paribus, of course, everybody should buy 
Irish goods; but the manufacturers have 
a duty to the public just as the public has 
a duty to them. Irish goods must be main- 
tained at a standard which will enable 
them to compete with imported articles. 
Then they will sell themselves.

Clean Streets. 


A writer in the American Eagle describes 
the processes by which the streets of 
Paris are kept in a condition of spotless 
spleniour. Dublin might follow its 
example with profit. All the waste, gar- 
bage, papers, broken glass, and ashes are 
removed by scientifically constructed carts 
bu the night or early morning, and 
householders are not allowed to leave their 
tins for longer than twenty. minutes on 
the pavement. The streets are swept and 


sprinkled while the population are asleep, | 


and the rubbish is removed to the usine 
outside the city. There it is dumped” on 
a moving — below the level of the 
ground, and transferred to a furnace where 
it is burned without the aid of coal or 
Any other fuel. The heat of the burnin 
refuse generates the electricity whic 
lights the streets of Paris. We do not 
know what process is applied to the 
Dublin streets, but it is no uncommon 

ht in the early forenoon to see up- 
turned refuse cans lying on the pavements 
amid a heap of cinders and rubbish. The 
streets themselves, especially at present, 
are filthy, and even the footwalks. are 
covered often with a layer of mud.

HOW LITTLE BIRDS DIE. 


— 


COLD AND HUNGER THE 
ENEMY, 


Few. birds in this country (says Mr. H. 
Mortimer Batten, in Outward Bound) die 
actually of either cold or of hunger; it is the 
combination of the that kills them. If they 
are well fed the keenest winter has no terrors 
for them. Numbers of smal! birds die during 
cold snaps, yet it is comparatively seldom. that 
we find their dead bodies. This is because 
there comes to all wild creatures a desire to 
— away and hide when the lassitude of 
death falls upon them. Thus, if one searches, 
one may often discover their remains in all 
manner of out-of-the-way places, such as they 
would never have entered — their wake - a- 
day wanderings. 

any seek the dense ivy, and huddle against 
the trunk, with the strong stems of the ever- 
green winding their sinuous arms about them, 
they simply pass out of existence in the quietest 
and best way possible. Others creep into 
hollow trees, and examining fallen trees, per- 
haps split asunder by their fall, I have found 
the remains of numerous small birds hidden 
away among nooks, crevices in rockeries, among 
ruins, under old wodden bridges—all these are 
welcome resting places, and often I have found 
small birds clinging by one toe to a twig in 
some dense bush, or even still seated en ir 
perches, just as they were when last, chill 
twilight closed in about them. 

An eminent naturalist has said that the life 
of a wild creature is merely a matter of how 
long it can hold out inst its foes, which is 
true of many, but certainly not of the birds of 
our groves and gardens.

Every 
year the same thing happens. There ought 
to be special instructions about it in the 
i“ ojvics '' section. of the elementary schools. 

At 
first the flakes were farly large, and gave 
promise of a good old-fashioned fall of the 
kind depicted on the Christmas cards.

M. POINCARE’S TASK.

But 
it has its drawbacks when the critic is 
suddenly realled from the desk to the 
tribune ; for, as a journalist, he max have 
laid down in definite black and white a 
line of.action which, in office, he may find 
it very difficult, if not impossible, to 
follow. 

It is not altogether fortunate for M. 
Poincaré that his recall to the Premiership 
should coincide with the publication of an 
article in the Revue des Deus 
which he criticises the policy of his pre 
decessor, particularly in regard to the 
Economie Conference at Genoa and the 
proposed Anglo-French Pact. 

He calls the former a “ plunge into the 
unknown,” and observes of the latter (the 
terms of which he had not then seen) that. 
“if it is concluded without complete aceord 
between Britain and ourselves on the attt- 
tude to be observed towards the Financial 
Conference, and the ultimate settlement of 
the German debt, we shall suffer from 
having our hands tied in advance ; we shall 
be enchained, resigned and powerless, to 
British policy; and, sooner or later. 
nothing will remain for France but ic 
mourn her lost sovereignty. 

This would be rather discouraging for 
the future of the Entente ifdt stood alone 
But, happily, there are other factors to be 
considered ; and the chief of them is tliat 
M. Poincaré is an old friend of England. 
It was during his former Premiership. 
1911-13, that the Anglo-French under 
standing, begun in 1904, was welded int. 
something which, as the event proved. had 
the strength, though not the name, of an 
alliance. France still needs England, n- 
England needs France, and M. Pointaré. 
as a good Frenchman, may be trusted t 
see that the two countries are not allowed 
to drift apart. 

Our able editors, as Carlyle called 
them, are stile perplexed as to the effect 
of M. Briand’s fall u the prospects 
a British general election. Even Mr. 
Garvin, whose confidence in his own judg- 
ment is one of his many engaging qualities, 
declines to pontificate on the subject this 
week. 

ELECTION PROSPECTS. 


I am glad, however, to see that Mr. 
Garvin is of opinion that the genera! 
election should not take place before the 
Irish agreement has been embodied in an 
Act of Parliament. As he says: “ The 
separatist party in Ireland would denounce 
a British dissolution before final ratifica. 
tion as a device of perfidy. In Irelan! 
Mr. Griffith, Mr. Collins, and their friends 
would be gravely embarrassed. In Great 
Britain the Die-Hards would be stimu- 
lated to attack the Treaty, and the opposi- 
tion to assail the Government. Whatever 
else happens the Treaty, already approved 
by both Houses, should be finally con- 
firmed by Ac} of Parliament in the present 
Legislature. 

That aspect of the question is, no doubt. 
ver? prominently fore the Prime 
Minister's mind, and will largely affect 
the decision which he is expected to come 
to this week. He also will take careful 
note of Lord Derby's very definite a te 
him not to have a dissolution in the near 
future, for Lord Derby wields an influence 
in Lancashire similar to that exercised by 
Mr. Chamberlain in the Midlands. A 
general election, with these two forces 
hostile or disgruntled, could hardly be 
other than disastrous to the Coalition. 

If the Prime Minister came to the con- 
clusion that, in spite of all that has 
happened, now is the accepted time for an 
appeal to the country, I not say that, 
with his unrivalled power of persugsion, 
he could not win over both Lord Derby 
and Mr. Chamberlain to his view. But I 
expect that, having surveyed the field with 
the aid of his experts, he will come to th- 
conclusion that it will give a better viell 
if. allowed to lie fallow a few months 
longer. .
